Gov. Healey joins leaders, prosecutors 
and police to announce nearly — 
$1.5M in summer safety funding 


WORCESTER — Gov- 
ernor Maura Healey con- 
vened community part- 
ners, state public safety 
officials, District Attor- 
neys, and police to dis- 
cuss collaborative com- 
munity partnerships that 
have proven impacts on 
public safety. During the 
event, Governor Healey 
announced that the state 
has invested nearly $1.5 
million in federal grant 
funds to support violence 
prevention, response and 
community engagement 
efforts through the sum- 
mer and fall months when 
violent crime is often at 
its peak. 

The Safer Communities 
Initiative is offered by 
the Office of Grants and 
Research (OGR), a state 
agency that is part of the 
Executive Office of Pub- 
lic Safety and Security 
(EOPSS). The program 
provides funding to Dis- 
trict Attorneys and Mas- 
sachusetts State Police, 
which is made available 
through the federal Ed- 
ward J. Byrne Memorial 
Justice Assistance Grant 
(JAG) Program. 

The Safer Communities 
Initiative takes an inno- 
vative approach to ad- 
dressing community vio- 
lence by requiring Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Offices 
to dedicate half of their 
awarded funds to ‘proj- 
ects aimed at prevention, 
intervention and/or di- 
version programming. 
The remainder of the 
funds are intended to 
support enforcement and 
prosecution. In addition, 
a portion of the funds re- 
ceived by State Police will 
support youth program- 
ming. 

“The Safer Communi- 
ties grant program in- 
vests in the success of 
strong partnerships, and 
underscores the impor- 
tance of a team ap- 
proach to the prevention, 
intervention and enforce- 
ment strategies needed 
to improve community 
safety and reach at-risk 
youth,” said Governor 
Maura Healey. “No sin- 
gle agency can do it alone, 
but working as partners, 
across disciplines and 
jurisdictions, we can make 
meaningful changes in 
young people’s lives.” 


“The Safer Communi- 
ties Initiative takes a ho- 
listic approach -to pre- 
venting and responding 
to violent crime through 
enforcement and youth 
engagement. This public 
safety model empowers 
community partners to 
deliver vital services that 
will support at-risk youth, 
improve outcomes, and 
promote public safety,” 
said Lt. Governor Kim- 
berley Driscoll. “Our Ad- 
ministration is pleased 
to support innovative col- 
laborations the prevent 
violence, protect commu- 
nities, and support our 
youth’s ability to thrive.” 

The Safer Communities 
Initiative has proven to 
be successful in reducing 
crime in prior years. 
District Attorneys . and 
their community part- 
ners provide impactful 
programming for at-risk 
youth that included skill 
building, personal devel- 
opment, and services to 
address areas of need 
such as trauma and sub- 
stance use. Grant-funded 
enforcement efforts con- 
ducted in partnership 
between State Police and 
local police resulted in 
the removal of 95 illegal- 
ly possessed firearms 
from Massachusetts com- 
munities and the seizure 
of approximately 44,000 
grams of heroin and fen- 
tanyl, 2,900 grams of co- 
caine and crack and 4,000 
grams of marijuana, ac- 
cording to State Police 
data from July through 
December 2022. 

“Youth violence has a 
profound impact on vic- 
tims, families, and. com- 
munities. Strong partner- 
ships and collaborative 
result-driven solutions re- 
main the most effective 
way to address the com- 
plex issues that drive gun 
violence,” said Secretary 
of Public Safety and Se- 
curity Terrence Reidy. 
“The administration is 
proud to provide resour- 
ces in support of the hard 
work and community col- 
laborations designed to 
improve community safe- 
ty, reduce gun violence 
and strengthen youth en- 
gagement.” 

“We are grateful to the 
Healey-Driscoll Adminis- 
tration, the Executive Of- 


fice of Public Safety and 
Security and the Depart- 
ment of Justice for their 
support of initiatives de- 
signed to address and 
prevent violent crime. 
The efforts undertaken 
by the State Police in col- 
laboration with our local 
partners are enhanced 
by this support,” said.

-FY24 budget passed with 
funding for Tewksbury _ 


BOSTON — The Le- 
-gislature enacted a $56.2 
_ billion budget for Fiscal 
Year 2024 (F'Y24), recon- 
ciling differences he- 
tween the versions of the 
budget passed by the 
House of Represen- 
tatives and Senate earli- 
er this year. The FY24 
budget provides for his- 
toric levels of invest- 
ment in education, hous- 
ing, regional transporta- 
tion, healthcare, work- 
force development, and 
more, as part of a 
broad strategy to grow 
our state’s economy and 
make Massachusetts 
more affordable, inclu- 
sive, and competitive. 
Some highlights of this 
- year’s budget include a 
significant local aid in- 
crease, permanent fund- 
ing for universal school 
meals, free community 
college for students aged 
25 or older to get their 
first college degree, $1.5 
billion investment in 
early education and 
care (EEC) — the lar- 
gest ever annual appro- 
priation for EEC in state 
history, and full funding 
for the third year of the 
six-year implementation 
plan of the Student Op- 
portunity Act, as well 
as doubling minimum 
Chapter 70 aid from $30 
to $60 per pupil. 

The FY24 budget - in- 
cludes $13,812,515 in 
Chapter 70 funding for 
the Town of Tewksbury, 
an increase of $194,940 
from the FY23 budget.

In 2021, MassDOT re- 
leased new Chapter- 90 
resources including on- 
line tools and guides for 
Massachusetts cities and 
towns. MassDOT contin- 
ues to provide technical 
expertise from their dis- 
trict offices: MassDOT 
engineers work directly 
with .communities on 
their transportation is- 
sues and help them devel- 
op strategies for using 
Chapter 90 funds and 
direct funding opportuni- 
ties.

The Commonwealth be- 
gan providing aid to 
municipalities to assist 
with local road and bridge 
costs in 1973 as authorized 
through M.G.L Chapter 
90, Section 34.

ter 6C. 

The purpose of the 
Chapter 90 Program is to 
provide municipalities 
with an annual funding 
source for improvements 
to and investments in 
local transportation net- 
works. The Chapter 90 
Program allows munici- 
palities to evaluate their 
unique transportation 
needs and goals and allo- 
cate funding dollars ac- 
cordingly. This is a reim- 
bursement program, 
which means that munic- 
ipalities pay for approved 
expenses up-front and re- 
ceive reimbursement af- 
terwards. 

Funding levels for the 
Chapter 90 Program are 
established by Massa- 
chusetts Legislature and 
approved by the Gov- 
ernor on an annual basis. 
Based on the amount

shared they were pro- 
posing individual house 
lots, just one more than 
previously approved by 
the board under a dif- 
ferent applicant; with 
sewer and options for 
trails and buffer area. 

Gingrich suggested 
that the board should 
talk about whether this 
would be in the public 
interest when it is a 
condensed development 
that removes open 
space. She also said 
that perhaps the con- 
densed site could offer a 
buffer to the wetlands.

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North American Foundation of Islamic Services seeks to build mosque in downtown keading...

In an effort to provide a spiritual home 
for a growing number of Muslim residents 
in the area, the Boston-based branch of the 
North American Foundation of Islamic 
Services (NAFIS) hopes to convert a his- 
toric building in downtown Reading into a 
three-story mosque and teen center. 

With officials from the non-profit an- 
nouncing the proposal last spring, when a 
GoFundMe page was established to raise 
donations for the project, NAFIS Boston 
Center representatives early last month ob- 
tained permission from Reading’s Commu- 


nity Planning and _ Development 
Commission (CPDC) to proceed with the 
undertaking. 


Already, a number of area residents are 
keen to see the redevelopment break ground 
- though the petitioner has not yet clarified 
construction timelines. 

“Thank you for everything you’re doing 
to bring this educational center to Read- 
ing,” town resident Ahmad Ghazzawi told 
NAFIS officials during July’s CPDC gath- 
ering. I’m looking forward to having my 
kids go there... I’m very happy to see this.” 

Per the proposal, the old Rite Aid build- 
ing ‘at 25 Haven St., which has stood vacant 
on the edge of Reading Center by the town’s 
sole MBTA Commuter Rail Station since the 
pharmacy shuttered in 2018, would be reno- 
vated to include two additional stories. 

The first floor would feature a grand 
lobby and worship area with a pair of rest- 
rooms. Administrative offices and a kitch- 
enette area, as well private rooms for small 
group activities, will also be situated on the 
ground level. 


Both the second and third floors will 
have nearly identical layouts and include 
large open areas for social events. Rest- 
rooms, storage areas, and third floor me- 
chanical room areas are also proposed. 

If built out, the new center would be the 
closest to the North Shore outside of 
Burlington, where an Islamic Center is sit- 
uated off of Lexington Street. There are 
also nearby mosques in Malden and 
Everett. 

Proponents of the project say Reading 
and surrounding towns have in recent years 
become home to a large Muslim population 
that needs its own place to worship. 

“Over many years, the Muslim commu- 
nity of Woburn and the surrounding towns 
have been rapidly growing. As a main cen- 
ter in the area, we are now eagerly willing 
and substantially in need to expand and pur- 
chase a new Masjid due to the limited space 
of our current location, which becomes very 
short to accommodate our brothers and sis- 
ters during Jumua’a Prayer, Ramadan, or 
to run our Quran and Arabic school,” reads 
the GoFundMe page, set up in March by 
Everett resident Mustapha Taik. 


Competing plans 

The CPDC unanimously sanctioned the 
mosque site plan just months after Read- 
ing’s Select Board declined a chance to pur- 
chase the downtown lot for a potential 
senior/community center project. 

Specifically, last December, Reading’s 
Select Board discovered the old pharmacy 
building had been listed for sale with a $2.6 
million asking price.

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The town officials subse- 
quently inquired about pur- 
chasing the approximate 
half-acre property for use 
as a new senior center, but 
in February, the Select 


Board discarded that idea. 


and instead unanimously 
voted to enter into negotia- 
tions to purchase the old 
Walgreen’s Pharmacy 
building at 17 Harnden St. 
At the time, Town Manager 
Fidel Maltez projected it 
could cost as much as $31.6 
million to renovate the his- 
toric building into a new 
senior/community center. 

Also apparently being 
shelved in light of the 
mosque proposal is a yet 
another mixed-use redevel- 
opment plan first unveiled 
by site landlord and Wake- 
field resident Walderi over a 
year ago. 

Under that previous 
pitch, the CPDC was asked 
to sanction a 40R or smart- 
growth redevelopment of 
the historic 1938 structure 
that would have included 
anywhere from 12 to 25 
apartment units. Specifi- 
cally, Lima planned on ex- 
panding the single-story 
structure to make room for 
garage parking and two 
commercial suites on the 
ground floor, while three 
new stories for the residen- 
tial units would be tacked 
onto the building. 

Technically,. the Wake- 
field developer’s mixed-use 
redevelopment of the 18,933 
square foot lot is still pend- 
ing before the CPDC. How- 
ever, town officials expect 
that representatives for the 
petitioner will formally ask 
permission to withdraw 


that request before -the 
CPDC’s next meeting on 
Aug. 12. 

Lima’s 40R proposal had 
run into resistance due to 
townwide concerns about 
the project’s density, poten- 
tial traffic impacts, and 
worries about the loss of the 
historic building, which is 
considered Reading’s last 
structure from the art-deco 
design era. 

Some of those concerns, 
particularly relating to traf- 
fic, still exist under the 
mosque proposal. However, 
as explained last month by 
Reading’s Community De- 
velopment Director Andrew 
MacNichol, under provi- 
sions of Mass. General law 
commonly known as the 
Dover Amendment, the 
NAFIS was not required to 
furnish traffic analysis to 
the CPDC. 

“Religious and educa- 
tional uses are protected 
under Mass. General Law. 
So if you’re wondering why 
you aren’t seeing things like 
a traffic plan or a utility re- 
port or the other types of in- 
formation we might 
typically see, [state law] 
limits the regulation and re- 
view of these kinds of uses,” 
MacNichol explained at the 
outset of Town Hall gather- 
ing in early July. 

The petitioner does plan 
on providing just 26 onsite 
parking spaces. Normally, 
such a development would 


require roughly 80 parking 


spots, but under town zon- 
ing rules, projects within 
the central business district 
are allowed to rely upon 
satellite spaces within mu- 
nicipal parking areas to 
meet parking requirements. 

Though the town’s traffic 
concerns have yet to be ad-

dressed, the petitioner is 
very willing to work with 
local officials to preserve 
the historic character of the 
structure. 

According to mosque de- 
signer and Hull architect 
Youssef Farouk, his plan 
calls for preserving many 
of the art-deco elements 
featured on the exterior of 
the single-story building, 
which once served as the 
old Reading Municipal 
Light Department head- 
quarters. 

“My thoughts were that 
this area is historic and I’'d 
like to preserve the charac- 
ter of the building without 
much change,” the designer 
told CPDC officials last 
month. “Because I’m de- 
signing a mosque, it does 
have some religious fea- 
tures [inside]...But it’s a 


straight-forward facility 
with no changes to the ex- 
isting walls.” 


CPDC Chair Heather 
Clish and member Hillary 
Mateev have asked the ap- 
plicant to consider ways to

At 
the division one level, 
they’ve had success forev- 
er in football, especially 
with quarterbacks.” 

Before McCauley became 
a household name on the 
NEPSAC fields last fall, he 
was a Wilmington eighth 
grader with a dream.

“I was able to play varsi- 
ty as a freshman, so I was 


able to get used to the 
speed and it put me on a 
good path to play college,” 
he said. “I was playing var- 
sity football at a younger 
age and it also really 
helped with being able to 
transfer, which I always 
thought of as a possibility.”
